Even though 
that preparation and training 
may never be put to use it 
is not wasted effort. Volun- 
tary co-operation is expected. 
The more it is available the 
less the need for compulsory 
compliance in the future.

Hasten Local Defense Plans 


Alderman Floyd Says Attics and 
Cellars to Be Cleared of Inflammable 
Materials and Rubbish 


To Install Radio Broad- 
casting Set at Fire 
Headquarters 

“Barrels of sand, stirrup pumps 
and other fire extinguishing 
equipment in the attics and cel 
lars of Newton homes before the 
end of the summer!” Fantastic? 
Not in the words of Charles B. 
Floyd, chairman of the Newton 
Public Safety Committee, one of 
thirty Newton men taking the 
air raid precaution school defense 
course, and President of the New' 
ton Board of Aldermen. 

With permission to be quoted, 
Alderman Floyd told of numerous 
other plans being made to defend 
Newton homes and citizens from 
possible bombing attacks. He 
added "those in position to know 
have grave concern for the fu 
lure.” Stressing the need for the 
American people to awaken from 
the inertia which grips them, 
there is no need or sense in be 
coming "hysterical or panicky." 

These remarks were made fol 
lowing the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night at 
which time President Floyd, 
speaking from the floor, urged the 
passage of an order appropriating 
$850 towards the cost of equip 
ment for a radio broadcasting set 
to be installed at fire headquar- 
ters in connection with local de- 
fense plans. The appropriation 
was unanimously voted after the 
explanation made by the Auburn- 
dale Alderman. 

Two weeks ago the order had 
been laid on the table pending 
further information upon the mo 
tion of Alderman Charles Hughes 
of Auburndale. Prior to the ad- 
journment of the Board on Mon- 
day night Alderman Barwise, act- 
ing chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, yielded the floor to Presi- 
dent Floyd in order that the Board 
might hear the reasons for the 
desired appropriation. 

Opening his remarks with the 
apology that his absence from the 
Board at recent meetings in con 
nection with the defense course 
had resulted in insufficient infor- 
mation being given, Alderman 
Floyd stated that “in the opinion 
of Army and Navy officials under 
whom the Newton Public Safety 
Committee is acting there is much 
concern over the inadequate 
bombing protection in this area of 
the country. The Government is 
establishing observation points ev- 
ery six miles which will be 
manned by keen observers to spot 
airplanes. Signals will be flashed 
to two points on the New Eng- 
land coast, Boston and either 
Portland or Bangor, Me. These 
signals will be relayed to Wind- 
sor Locks where a central ob- 
servation post will handle all in- 
formation as to the forthcoming 
raid, the points being raided, the 
direction of flight, number of 
planes and other details needed to 
plan the proper defense. 

“Air raid wardens will be sent 
to their positions and will trans^ 
mil and receive reports. In New 
ton the radio broadcasting set will 
be located in headquarters at the 
fire department where space is 
available. They will be in posi- 
tion to know the kind of damage 
and the extent, whether utility 
services have been crippled and 
what type of assistance is needed 
in the locality. 

“The Government is setting up 
‘must' program under the ARP. 
When complete nearly 500 New- 
ton men and women will be trained 
for the purpose. Each will have 
charge of a section of two or three 
streets and will be required to 
know the detailed information re-

Aldermen Reject 
Cut-off to Riverway 

The street traffic commit- 
tee of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen reported that no ac- 
tion was advisable on the sug- 
gestion of residents of the 
Charlesbnnk road section of 
Newton that Russell road be 
extended to the Charles riv- 
er road parkway In order to 
relieve traffic congestion In 
that area. Philip R. Cook 
and twenty-two others had 
filed with the aldermen a re- 
quest thnt Russell road be ex- 
tended and that Charlesbank 
road be made one-way, trav- 
eling west, from the river road 
to Russell road. 

The Aldermanic committee 
had been informed that the 
Metropolitan District Com- 
mission did not deem the 
suggestion advisable due to 
the presence of a 5-foot water 
pipe at the end of the street 
over which there is but one 
foot of material. The heavy 
travel would thus probably 
have resulted in damnge to 
the pipe. In addition a peti- 
tion opposing the use of Rus- 
sell road as a short cut to 
the rlvenvay had been filed 
bearing the names of 68 per- 
sons, all residents of Russell 
road and neighboring vicinity. 


Whitmore

5 Alderman 

Newton Highlands Man 
Takes Seat on 
Board 


Howard Whitmore, Jr., of New- 
ton Highlands was elected Mon- 
day night by members of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen to fill the 
vacancy in the office of Alderman- 
at-Large from Ward 5 by the re- 
cent resignation of Alderman Don- 
ald D. McKay. Mr. Whitmore is 
thirty-six years old. has been a 
lifelong resident of Newton High- 
lands and resides with his wife 
and three-year-old son at 88 Car- 
ver rd. 

He was educated in the Newton 
public schools, graduating from 
higli school in 1924 and from Har- 
vard, with the degree of A.B., 
with the class of 1929. During 
his high school career he was 
president of his class for four 
years, captain two years of the 
baseball team upon which he was 
a star pitcher, and winner of the 
boys' senior cup. At Harvard he 
played varsity baseball for 1 e 
years, was a member of the C s 
Day Committee and the Varsity 
Club. He is associated with 
Boston financial house as an in- 
vestment counselor. 

Mr. Whitmore is a member of 
the Newton Highlands Men’s Club, 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church.

A group of citizens of 
Newton Highlands put forth the 
Whitmore candidacy while resi- 
dents of Oak Hill sponsored Wen- 
dell R. Bauckman of 336 Dedham 
st. in that section. Subsequently 
Bauckman withdrew his name 
from consideration.

Honor Rector 
For 50 Years 
of Service 


Special Service and 
Reception for Dr. 
Sullivan 


A special service on Sunday, 
June 8th in honor of Rev. Edward 
Taylor Sullivan, D.D., will mark 
the observance of fifty years of 
service to the church as its rec- 
tor. Further recognition of the 
event will be made in a recep- 
tion next Tuesday evening at the 
Newton Centre Women's Club 
front 8 to 10 p. m. Bishop Wil- 
liam Lawrence and Dr. Everett 
C. Herrick, president and dean of 
Andover Newton Theological 
School, will be the speakers at 
the service Sunday morning in 
the church. 

As a student in the Episcopal 
Theological School in Cambridge 
in 1891 Edward T. Sullivan went 
to Trinity Church each Sunday 
as student pastor, preaching to a 
congregation of about half a dozen 
families. On his graduation he 
was made rector of the parish 
which built a wooden church on 
Pelham st. in 1895. The present 
church was dedicated in 1916. 

Dr. Sullivan was born at Castle- 
town, County Cork, Ireland, on 
August 23, 1861, son of John Tay- 
lor and Elizabeth (Boxwell) Sul- 
livan. His father was school prin- 
cipal at Castletown and his grand- 
father a lay preacher. He was 
brought to America at the age 
of eight by his parents. In Detroit 
at 13 he became an office boy with 
the Michigan Central railroad, 
worked up to a minor clerkship 
and then for 10 years was with a 
Detroit grocery concern. 

During his spure time he stud- 
ied Greek, Latin and mathematics 
and secured a teaching position. 
After two years as a teacher he 
entered Trinity College at Hart- 
ford, paying his way by a scholar- 
ship and vacation work on a De- 
troit newspaper, graduating from 
Trinity College in 1889 and from 
the Episcopal Theological School

Request for 
Boys’ School 
Is Refused 


Aldermen Reject Other 
Petitions For Zoning, 
Blast Damage and Sign 

The petition for a permit to es- 
tablish a private school for boys 
in the Farlow Hill section of New- 
ton, the petition for a change of 
zone to business section of land in 
the rear of the Newton Centre 
Methodist Church, a claim for 
damage because of blasting, and 
a petition for a metal billboard in 
West Newton were among mat- 
ters rejected by the Board of Al- 
dermen at the meeting on Mon- 
day night. 

The petition for the private 
school to be conducted in a brick 
mansion at the corner of Franklin 
st. and Waverley ave. was adverse- 
ly reported by the unanimous 
vote of the Claims and Rules com- 
mittee. Chairman George E. Raw- 
son of that committee explained 
that the proposed school would 
increase the traffic hazard now ex- 
isting at one of the most danger- 
ous intersections in the city. In 
addition to the intersection of the 
two streets at this point, another 
street (Nonantum st.) makes a

Governor Saltonstall 
Heads Parade — Sounds 
Call For Freedom 


"It is our duty to preserve the 
future of America," said Governor 
Leverett Saltonstall as the key- 
note of his Memorial Day speech 
at the annual ceremonies in rever- 
ent tribute to the city’s war dead. 

In sounding a call for world 
freedom the Governor added, “To- 
day it is up to us to maintain 
the status of free men in this coun- 
try and throughout the world. 
Our young men and women will 
do their part to maintain that 
freedom. That is our task in this 
world crisis." 

A parade of more than 1500 
marchers, witnessed by thousands 
of spectators, and augmented by 
a larger than usual audience at 
the Newton Cemetery was New- 
ton's major contribution to the 
day. During the morning Newton 
veterans and members of patriotic 
and auxiliary organizations par- 
ticipated in the decoration of 
soldiers and sailors graves in the 
several Newton cemeteries. 

Governor Saltonstall was chief 
marshal of the parade and Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard as chief of staff 
and Harold D. Ames, chairman of 
the Newton Veterans' Council as 
adjutant general, with an escort of 
Itolice headed the parade which 
fell into fine on Washington st., 
near the fire station at Newton 
Corner at two o'clock. Saltonstall, 
attired in his regimental veteran’s 
uniform, and Mayor Goddard in 
frock coat and high hat, received 
a continual ovation from the 
massed spectators all along the 
route. The route followed Wash- 
ington st. to Walnut, thence to the 
Nev ton Cemetery where the after- 
noon exercises were held, and re- 
turning to the Newton City Hall 
where the parade passed in review 
before the Governor and his staff.

Following a one-sided victory 
over Brookline high on Wednes 
day of last week, the Newton 
High school track team closed the 
1941 outdoor season by placing 
sixth in the annual Mt. Hermon 
interscholastic meet at North 
field for prep and high schools.

Welfare Costs 
In Newton Are 
Decreasing 

Fewer Cases and Less 
Costs in May Sets 
Ten-Year Record 


A new low record for the month 
of May during the past decade 
in the number of cases of relief 
and expenditures for welfare has 
been announced by the Newton 
Public Welfare Department. 
There were 310 cases of general 
relief with expenditures of $8500 
compared with 584 cases and 
costs of $21,000 in 1940 and 427 
cases costing $13,500 in April of 
this year. 

Officials expect that at the end 
of the year a large portion of 
funds appropriated in the budget 
for welfare purposes will be 
turned back to the city treasury. 
Director of Public Welfare James 
P. Reynolds declared that the 
steady downward trend of the 
welfare load indicates definitely 
that jobs are available and that 
welfare recipients are taking 
advantage of the opportunities.

The event is sponsored by the 
Boys’ Physical Education depart- 
ment under Director FranK M. 
Simmons, who served as toast- 
master for the evening. Coach 
Donald Enoch of the track 
team was chairman ,of the pro- 
gram. Members of ’ the school 
committee were invited guests 
and were introduced to the as- 
semblage. Also seated at the 
head table were the faculty mem- 
bers who are assigned to coaching 
duties, nearly twenty in number. 

Principal Raymond A. Green 
presented the letter awards and 
Director Simmons announced the 
golf team honors. Midway of the 
season it was discovered that one 
of the players was technically in- 
eligible by having been designated 
as a senior for a short period 
during the 1939-40 school year, 
preventing his participation in 
sports, this although at the time 
he was reassigned as a junior to 
actually become a senior during 
the year just ending. Having 
played in six golf matches these 
had to be forfeited, barring the 
Newton team from accepting the 
Greater Boston league title and 
from participating in the state 
tournament in defense of the title 
it had won a year ago.

At the meeting of the Recrea- 
tion Commission on Tuesday eve- 
ning steps were taken to officially 
designate the names of thirteen 
of Newton’s thirty playgrounds 
and play areas.

Cabot and the 
like for many years it was recent- 
ly discovered that the Recreation 
Department has on official record 
of Boards of Aldermen in the past 
having taken action. Accordingly 
the present Board of Aldermen 
will be requested to take the prop- 
er official steps. 

The playgrounds in question are 
the following: Allison, Victory. 
Hawthorne and Steams at Nonan- 
tum; Boyd and Burr at Newton: 
Cabot, Edmands Park, and Hor- 
ace Mann in Newtonville: Eden 
ave. at West Newton: Williams at 
Auburndale; Emerson at Newton 
Upper Falls; and Crystal Lake at 
Newton Highlands. 

The recreation commission also 
has announced the opening of the 
playground season on July 7th. 
The possibility of "gasless Sun- 
days” increasing the use of the 
playgrounds on Sundays this sum- 
mer by Newton residents was 
taken into consideration in set- 
ting the length of the season. Last 
year the season extended for seven 
and a half weeks. The season this 
year will be a period of seven 
weeks, from July 7th to August 
23rd. with the possibility of a 
week’s extension if possible.

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Newton Streets 

The comprehensive survey 
and exhaustive report of 
Commr. John D. Haughey of 
the Newton Street depart- 
ment focuses attention upon 
one of the most important 
local matters. For many years 
there has been criticism of 
the condition of Newton 
street surfaces. This criti- 
cism has not been intensive 
or concentrated in any one lo- 
cality but Irom time to time 
has been evident here and 
there. Maintenance work of 
what might be termed a tem- 
porary character has rem- 
edied conditions for a time. 

Occasionally in the past 
we have commented in this 
column upon the desirability 
of some sort of a specific pro- 
gram to meet the day when 
Newton streets would be in a 
condition where a vast ex- 
penditure of public funds 
would be necessary to meet 
the needs. That day, appar- 
ently, is not too far distant. 

Newton’s financial condi- 
tion is in a most excellent 
shape and an adequate pro- 
gram spread over a number 
of years is the only solution 
to an ever-increasing mo- 
mentous problem. We heartily 
endorse the principle and the 
purpose outlined in Commis- 
sioner Haughey’s recommend- 
ations. As to the streets 
which are most in need of at- 
tention and as to a bond issue 
or financing project we be- 
lieve that the determination 
of the extent of the same is 
in the proper hands. We 
hope that a start will be made 
to put Newton streets in the 
soundest condition possible at 
the earliest practical moment. 


Tlie Gravel Pit 

Once again the gravel pit 
area in the Oak Hill sec- 
tion becomes the figurehead 
of public attention with the 
tragic drowning of a Roxbury 
youth in the water-filled area. 
The danger of such an inci- 
dent has long been realized 
by those who have had the 
interests of the community 
at heart. Not only has the 
area been an eyesore but the 
lack of co-operation upon the 
part of those responsible for 
conditions has been evident 
in the long-drawn-out legal 
battle as to what could be 
done and what could not be 
done in “stripping” the area 
and hauling gravel over pub- 
lic streets. 

We have no desire to be re- 
garded as being in the “I told 
you so” or “lock the stable 
door after the horse has 
gone” class, but it is clearly 
evident that if our local ordi- 
nances are not sufficiently 
strong to control the opera- 
tions of licensed gravel pit

Boy Drowns in Oak Hill Gravel Pit 


Diving Efforts of Patrolman 
Charlton Recover Victim’s Body 


Was Swimming In 
Oak Hill Section 


When grappling efforts failed to 
recover the body of a 15-year-old 
Roxbury youth from a water hole 
in the gravel pits of the High- 
land Sand and Gravel Company 
at Oak Hill on Tuesday afternoon 
repeated diving by a Newton po- 
lice officer finally lrcated the vic- 
tim of the tragedy in 20 feet of 
water. Joseph Melendy, of 23 
Maywood st., Roxbury, one of a 
group of six youths who had trav- 
eled to the pit on bicycles, and 
an inexperienced swimmer, drown- 
ed when his chums were unable to 
effect a rescue. 

After dragging the pond for 
more than an hour Patrolman Jo- 
seph H. Charlton donned a bathing 
suit and by diving finally located 
the boy's body. He was assisted 
by Patrolmen Edward J. Foley and 
William L. Whelan. Firemen and 
police worked over the victim with 
an inhalator in a vain attempt 
to revive him. Medical examiner 
T. Morton Gallagher viewed the 
body and ordered it removed to a 
Brighton funeral home. 

The boys were engaged in a 
James Fry, 14, who was “it” start- 
ed in pursuit of Joseph when the 
latter, who had reached the middle 
ter, who had reached the middle 
of the pond began to flounder 
about helplessly. Fry swam to his 
aid but was pulled under the water 
several times, managing to break 
loose and reach shore exhausted. 
Meanwhile Joseph McLellan, 16, 
swam from the opposite shore but 
also was unable to cope with the 
struggling youth and was forced 
to abandon his efforts. 

After reaching shore Fry ran to 
the cemetery nearby and tele- 
phoned Boston nolice with officers 
from the West Roxbury station 
responding. Newton police were 
also notified and cruising cars sent 
to the scene. Captain Nicholas 
Veduccio of the police and Deputy 
Chief Henry T. Seaver of the Fire 
Department directed the rescue ef- 
forts. 

James Melendy, 13, a brother of 
tiie drowned youth, James Mon- 
tello, 13, and Robert Brown. 14, 
all of Roxbury were the other 
youths in the gang. 

When the boys had started out 
an attempt had been made to 
leave the Melendy brothers be- 
hind because the pair were due 
home at 5:30 and the other four 
wanted to remain longer. A flat 
tire on the McLellan boy’s bicycle 
delayed them and the Melendy 
brothers joined the gang before 
they had left home. The drown- 
ing occurred about 1:30. 

Young Melendy was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Melendy. 
He also leaves two sisters, Cath- 
erine, 17, and Mary 9. 

On Wednesday State Represen- 
tative Edmond J. Donlon of West 
Roxbury, whose district is close 
to the scene of the accident, stated 
that he would tile u bill in the 
state legislature to compel com- 
panies to post bonds to ensure re- 
habilitation of such properties af- 
ter work in them has been aban- 
doned. The gravel pit is the site 
of repeated efforts on the part of 
the Oak Hill Improvement Asso- 
ciation, the city of Newton and 
others, resulting in considerable 
court action during recent years 
against the company. After a long 
legal battle the city had forced 
the company to cease operation 
of the plant by order of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Norman A. Hall, president of the 
Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
stated that his organization had 
long ago realized the danger of 
such a tragedy and had appealed 
to city officials to try to force 
the company to level the land. The 
association had received a reply 
Ihut the "universal exigencies 
could not bo enjoined.”

As many persons will attend the 
summer course related to work 
at the Watertown Arsenal as of- 
ficials at that plant request. 

All expenses of the courses are 
borne by the Federal government 
and those to be trained are selct- 
ed from the WPA and the State 
Employment Service lists. 

The committee, which is com- 
prised of local educators, industri- 
alists and prominent citizens, 
under the chairmanship of Ken- 
neth S. Dale, general secretary of 
the Newton Y. M. C. A., also ap- 
proved the request of the State 
Employment Service that a course 
for auto mechanics be conducted 
this summer.

He held a 
French government scholarship at 
the University in Paris, specializ- 
ing in the history of the World 
War. He was elected a Rhodes 
Scholar in 1926 and studied two 
years at New College, Oxford 
where he was graduated with hon- 
ors in philosophy, political science 
and economics. He spent three 
summers as a newspaper corre- 
spondent in Geneva at the meet- 
ings of the League of Nations. 

He studied theology two years 
at Mansfield College, Oxford and 
Union Theological Seminary in 
New York. He was ordained in 
Chicago in 1930 and was minister 
of New England Church in that 
city from 1932 to 1940. Since 
January 1940 he has been minister 
at Claremont Church, the only 
church in the college community 
comprising Pomona, Scripps and 
Claremont colleges. 

Mr. Hume has traveled exten- 
sively, visiting numerous Euro- 
pean countries in 1934 and visit- 
ing England in 1936 to preach at 
the invitation of the Committee 
on Interchange Preachers. In 1927 
ho was a delegate to the Oxford 
World Church Conference and was 
secretary of the Sub-commission 
on the Church and War. 

During his stay here Mr. Hume 
and his family will reside in Rock- 
port. He will be available for pas- 
toral service in emergencies for 
which ministers of the co-operat- 
ing churches are not needed.

Finance Program 
With Rond Issue 


The need for prompt attention 
to many Newton streets was 
stressed in a comprehensive re- 
port of an extensive survey by 
Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey this week. The survey, 
covering the condition of all 
streets in Newton, was submitted 
to Mayor Paul M. Goddard. In 
his report Commissioner Haughey 
recommended immediate atten- 
tion be given to a number of 
through streets, connecting 
streets, and ''residential" streets 
under a three-year program at a 
cost of $853,270. to be financed 
in part by a bond issue of at least 
$500,000. 

In forwarding the report to the 
Board of Aldermen the Mayor 
commended the street commis- 
sioner for his efforts. No action 
can be taken upon the proposal 
by the Board without recommen- 
dation from the Mayor who has 
stated that he would give the mat- 
ter further study before reaching 
a decision. 

Commissioner Haughey warned 
that unless many streets are 
given immediate attention com- 
plete disintegration of the sur- 
faces would result. He estimated 
that of the total cost about $100,- 

000 would probably be available 
from Chapter 90 funds, contrib- 
uted by the state and county. 
First attention should be given to 
streets around shopping centers, 
parks, playgrounds, and schools 
where the greatest number of peo- 
ple are served, the report states, 
with many residential streets 
considered as connecting roads be- 
ing a part of the planned program. 

The report of the Street Com- 
missioner is substantially as fol- 
lows : 

"This report on the condition 
of our streets is the result of my 
observation and study of the city 
as a whole. I found that a great 
deal of work must be done soon, 
in order that the streets, which 
at first glance appear all right, 
but on close inspection show that 
the binding material has lost 
practically all of its adhesive 
quality, might be taken care of. 
Checking and cracking has start- 
ed and has worked through the 
surface. These cracks are caused 
by heavy loads and frost and if 
not attended to will cause the 
complete disintegration of the 
surfaces. A large percentage of 
our streets are of the type that 
go to pieces quickly and com- 
pletely. once actual ravelling 
starts. 

"From my observations, I have 
decided that it would not be pos- 
sible to complete the amount of 
work that is necessary in a year 
or two. The cost would be pro- 
hibitive. Therefore, I have made 
a complete survey of all the 
streets and have listed them un- 
der the title Street Survey.’ 

First Class Roads Best 

"The type of construction that 
we are now using shows that we 
appreciate the fact that the gravel 
road has become obsolete. The 
high cost of maintenance on 
these gravel surface Heated roads 
goes on year after year and in 
the long run become more expen- 
sive than a first-class road. Fur- 
ther, the riding qualities are not 
comparable. In order that the 
water may run to the gutters, it 
is necessary to give the gravel 
road twice as much crown as the 
newer type. This additional 
crown tends to increase skidding. 
Another fault of the surface treat- 
ed road is that it is inclined to 
be slippery. We are taking care 
of this to a certain extent by 
using pea stone for covering. 
However, there are so many roads 
of this type that we cannot cover 
all with pea stone at once. Even 
if all were covered with stone, 
they would still be third-class 
roads. I feel that too much em- 
phasis cannot be put on the com- 
plete hopelessness of the gravel 
road in this day and age. Many 
of our roads have lost their orig- 
inal shape. They are now prac- 
tically flat. This condition 
causes water to stand on the sur- 
face and w hen a car passes, the 
water is sprayed over the side- 
walk or anybody who may be 
walking by. 

Rurul Roads Obsolete 

“The city is developing so ex- 
tensively that what was once a ru- 
ral road now becomes a connecting 
street and needs to be improved 
to keep up with the modern times. 
We have adjacent to our shop- 
ping centers, also around our 
parks and playgrounds streets 
which are in constant use by the 
citizens of Newton. Many of these 
streets are gravel surface treated. 

1 would not be keeping faith with 
the taxpayers if I did not call this 
to your attention. 

"I feel that we should start at 
once to replace these roads now 
under u well planned and organiz- 
ed reconstruction program. The

Newton Saving Bank Observes 
1 1 Oth Anniversary On June 17th 


lias Been At Present 
location Since 1863 

On Tuesday, June 17th, the 
Newton Savings Bank observed its 
110th anniversary. Its history, 
development and growth is an in- 
teresting story in the life of the 
community. 

Going back to the month of De- 
cember 1826 on a night that a few 
c tizens of the village of Newton 
held a meeting in the cause of 
Temperance, history relates the 
formation of the "Newton Temper- 
ance Society and Lyceum." It is 
said to have been the second so- 
ciety of its kind in New England, 
the first having been formed a 
few months previously in Andover. 
In January a second and formal 
meeting was held in the school- 
house at Newton Centre where 27 
of the prominent citizens of the 
town subscribed their names to 
the constitution and by-laws of 
the new society. 

One of the articles of the con- 
stitution read “a savings institu- 
tion shall be connected with this 
society, the object of which is to 
afford members or their families 
who are desirous of saving their 
money, a safe and profitable mode 
of investment, and to encourage 
them to the practice of prudence, 
industry and economy.” In March 
1829 the Newton Temperance So- 
ciety and Lyceum Savings Insti- 
tution began business and on June 
17, 1831, became incorporated un- 
der the laws of Massachusetts. 
That was the beginning of the 
Newton Savings Bank. 

At the time Newton was a vil- 
lage of less than 2,000 inhabitants. 
Andrew Jackson was president of 
the United States, Morse was try- 
ing to perfect the telegraph, 
Goodyear was working with rub- 
ber and Howe was working on the 
sewing machine. 

There were no telephones, street 
cars, electric lights, phonographs, 
automobiles, wireless, radio, mov- 
ing pictures or many other things 
but there were public spirited men 
and women who believed in the 
practice of prudence, thrift and 
economy. In those days unused 
teapots in the corner cupboards 
were popular places for savings. 
It was realized that if the town 
were to grow such idle money 
must be put to work to assist. 
There was also need for an insti- 
tution that would care for the sav- 
ings of the people, invest them 
wisely and pay them back when 
needed with accumulated interest. 

The first treasurer was Deacon 
Elijah F. Woodward and the sec- 
ond Luther Paul, a name well 
known in Newton Centre. The 
houses of the two men were the 
banking rooms until 1863 when 
quarters were obtained in the 
Newton bank building on the ex- 
act site of the present building. 

The location is interestingly de- 
scribed in a history of Newton as 
follows: "A little way to the north- 
ward, meaning from the railroad

station, is the cheerless little 
square around which are al gned 
small shops and markets of the vil- 
lage with the dark brick building 
of the Savings Bank National 
Banks near the centre, oversha- 
dowed by magnificent trees. An 
ancient store on the corner was 
devoted to the sale of a few gro- 
ceries and much New England 
rum. a comfortable commodity 
costing then not more than 50c 
a gallon and considered as much a 
necessity in every farmhouse as 
was the inevitable and dyspeptic 
pork barrel. At 11 in the morning 
and four in the afternoon the farm 
hands left their rural avocations 
with great solemnity and took 
their regular drams, whereby, as 
they averred, they were stimula- 
ted for the ensuing labors of the 
else weary day.' 1 

In January 1834, five years from 
the time the bank was started, 
the grand total of deposits was 
$1938.34 due 51 depositors. The 
investment board voted to pay the 
treasurer for his five year work 
the sum of $25. A limit of $100 
deposit when the bank was opened 
was made $1,000 in 1870 in confor- 
mity with State Law. 

In later years the bank grew 
with the community and in 1896 
a committee was named to con- 
sider new accommodations. Land 
was purchased from the then ex- 
isting Newton National Bank and 
the present banking house con- 
structed. It was opened for busi- 
ness on May 23. 1898. The build- 
ing, erected on what was known 
as Richardson Park, was bounded 
by Washington, Hall and Centre 
sts. and covered the entire park in 
the centre of which the little dark 
brick building had stood. 

The brick building was placed 
on rollers and moved westerly on 
Washington st. It was demolished 
a few years ago to make way for 
the new modern quarters of the 
Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany.

Joins Fight 
Against Sales Tax 

The Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce has joined the strong op- 
position already making its voice 
heard by the State Legislature re- 
garding pending ' sales tax" legis- 
lation before it.

Night Horn Blowing 

We have been asked to 
comment upon the growing 
practice in the summer 
months of the bloving of 
automobile horns at intersect- 
ing streets when most of the 
city is trying to sleep off the 
cares of the day and find rest 
for the burdens of tomorrow. 
With the coming of warm 
weather and the inviting cool- 
ness of the night air, auto- 
mobile traffic is heavier in 
the midnight hours than dur- 
ing other times of the year. 
Yet there is no need for the 
raucous blowing of warning 
horns jarring the sleep of 
slumbering citizenry in the 
vicinity. Particularly is this 
true where the intersection 
being approached is marked 
with “stop-and-enter” signs. 
Frequently it is the desire and 
the intention of the automo- 
bile driver not to obey this 
warning sign which prompts 
him to use the horn, know- 
ing that the chances of ap- 
prehension of his failure to 
pass the intersection after ob- 
serving tne legal admonition 
to “stop” are small. We would 
remind all automobile driv- 
ers that a “stop” sign is as 
legal at midnight or when 
there is no approaching traffic 
as it is at any other time. 
Furthermore, there is less 
need of a horn at night when 
automobile lights cast notice- 
able reflections thus provid- 
ing a “safety” factor which 
is not present during daylight 
driving. A little more thought 
and consideration for others 
is again the answer to a care- 
less human fault which can 
readily be corrected.

Mild Epidemic 
Of Measles in 
New ton in Mav 


A mild epidemic of measles took 
place in Newton in May the month- 
ly report of the Newton Health 
Department indicates. A total of 
130 cases of the disease were re- 
ported compared with 48 in the 
month of April. 

Scarlet fever waned with only- 
ten cases reported last month 
against 25 the previous month. 

Similarly with measles, there 
was also an increase in chicken 
pox from 23 cases in April to 46 
in May. German measles showed 
an increase from 6 to 7. Other 
diseases declined as follows: lobar 
pneumonia, 8 to 3; mumps, 41 to 
29: whooping cough. 53 to 33; 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 9 to 0; 
other tuberculosis, 1 to 0: and ty- 
phoid fever, 1 to 0. There was 
one case of undulant fever re- 
ported in May.

Last Meeting of Season 
Of Nursing Association 


The Newton District Nursing 
Association held its last Board 
meeting of the season on Monday. 
June 9. at the Newtonville Li- 
brary. The president. Mrs. Brown, 
presided. 

Miss Nelson, the Executive Di- 
rector, showed a chart giving the 
course of the recent influenza 
ep domic, the result of a study by 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. based largely on reports of 
Visiting Nurses throughout the 
country. This chart shows that 
the epidemic started in California 
and spread through the Northern. 
Middle and Southern stales to the 
East at about the same rate. She 
also read an informative article 
from the June American Journal 
of Nursing titled “Analysis of De- 
fense Needs" by Elizabeth Gordon 
Fox. This brought out the divi- 
sion of nursing care which will he 
covered by the public health nurse 
in the process of defense work. 

After some committee reports. 
Mrs. William Fawcett presented 
two quizzes, one having to do with 
the efficiency of agencies’ Boards, 
and the other as a means for the 
Board members to check on them- 
selves. These led to a discussion 
of policies and methods and very 
definitely cleared up several 
points which had not been previ- 
ously completely understood. 

Camp Zakelo To Open 
Another Season Soon 

Camp Zakelo will begin anoth- 
er season at Long Lake, Harrison, 
Maine, under the direction of I. 
Zarakov. 

The camp offers a unique pro- 
gram of activities for hoys from 
5 to 18 years of age, completely 
equ ; pped in every respect to fur- 
nish fun, rest and corrective cx- 
escises. 

A feature of Camp Zakelo is 
the tutoring in remedial reading, 
for hoys who need help in this 
subject. The associate director is 
Carlon W. Ray. principal of the 
Albert Edgar Angler School of 
Waban. Mr. Elmer W. Ellsworth 
is head counselor. He is princ ’pal 
of the Newton Center School dis- 
trict. Mr. Alfred Acomb, assist- 
ant principal of the Mason School, 
Newton, is also a member of the 
staff of Zakelo. Many other big 
names in the field of sports and 
education are regular instructors 
at this camp. 


urgency is so groat that I sug- 
gest a bond issue of $500,000 or 
$600,000 to bo spread over the 
next three years. 

"I have drawn up for your con- 
sideration a program showing the 
areas which I think should be 
attended to first. In addition to 
through and connecting streets, I 
have given nrens around the shop- 
ping centers, the parks and play- 
grounds. and our schools, first con- 
sideration because they serve the 
greatest number of people. Next 
I have included the residential 
streets, which, in a minor way, 
may be considered connecting 
roads. 

Two Estimates 

"In the first estimate, I have 
given the minimum amount of 
work that should be done to keep 
the streets from disintegrating, in 
the surface treated items. In the 
second estimate, I have proposed 
a lasting type of pavement that 
will require very little mainten- 
ance for 20 to 25 years, and in the 
long run will be more economical. 
Streets that arc on the minimum 
fist for surface treatment, and 
also appear on the second or high- 
er typo list, would be removed 
from the first if you find it expedi- 
ent to approve the reconstruction 
program. 

“By reconstruction I refer to 
roads that were built about 25 
years ago, with a gravel base of 
six inches to twelve inches with 
a durable pavement such as stone 
and asphalt and have the neces- 
sary drainage. The riding quali- 
ties of this type will probably be 
found to be rough because any 
soft spots in the sub-base or sub- 
grade have gradually become com- 
pressed, and naturally the surface 
has settled the same amount. 

Roods Last 25 Years 

"A physical change is also tak- 
ing place constantly, as a large 
stone is changed to a smaller one 
and may eventually become a par- 
ticle. So, too, the gravel in our 
sub-grades becomes changed and 
loses its drainage properties. How- 
ever, 25 years is considered a rea- 
sonable length of time for a first 
class road to last. In other words, 
the maintenance cost of a first 
class pavement is reasonably small 
for 20 to 25 years. After that it 
would pay to resurface with a 
bituminous concrete. In this way 
we take full advantage of the orig- 
inal road by using it for a base in 
the reconstruction. 

"In some cases we find sufficient 
drainage is already installed, even 
on gravel roads; and in other 
cases, full excavation is not neces- 
sary. By taking advantage of 
these features, I feel that we 
would save approximately 37 D 
per cent of the estimate on the 
figure of $1.25 per square yard for 
such reconstruction. 

"In consideration of the forego- 
ing, it is my opinion that a bond 
issue is the most expedient and 
adequate way to secure the funds 
necessary to carry out a proposal 
program. 

"I feel that the citizens of New- 
ton will be in accord with this 
plan in order to secure the type 
of pavement which they deserve 
and to which they are entitled." 
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The Charles D. Austins of 70 
Paulson rd. are newcomers to 
Newton from the point of view of 
time, having lived here only four 
years. Mr. Austin, whose busi- 
ness as representative of an auto- 
mobile equipment concern keeps 
him travelling from New York to 
Maryland, is a native of Kentucky 
and a graduate of the University 
of Cincinnati. 

Mrs. Austin has always made 
her home in this part of the coun- 
try. A graduate of the Massachu- 
setts Memorial Hospitals Nursing 
School, she was at one time hos- 
tess for the American Airlines. 


The five-month report of the 
Newton Police Traffic Bureau for 
the year 1941 to the first of Juno 
shows a lower number of automo- 
bile operators and bicyclists In- 
jured but with a larger number of 
passengers and pedestrians hurt 
than over the first five months of 
1940. A year ago there was but 
one fatality duo to an automobile 
acc dent in the first five months as 
against three fatnlitics this far 
this year. 

A total of 1,^27 bicycles were 
registered on June 2 under the vol- 
untary registration system which 
opened on April 3. During that 
period six bicycles wore reported 
stolen and all were returned to 
their owners within 24 hours. 

From January 1 to June 1, this 
year. 5,286 motorsts were stopped 
for violations and allowed to go 
with a warning. 465 others were 
brought into court and 237 oth- 
ers were reported to the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. 

Although dropping to fifth place 
during March of this year in safe- 
ty ranking of cities in its popula- 
tion class, which Newton led for 
the year 1940, Newton again re- 
turned to first place in April.

Health Dept. 
Resumes Bulletin 
On Milk Ratings 

The Newton Health department 
resumed publication of the ratings 
of milk dealers early this month 
after the lapse of about a year. 
When funds assigned by the 
Rockefeller Foundation for the 
purpose became exhausted the 
bulletin was dropped. Harvard 
University also contributed to the 
cost. In its 1941 budget the city 
made an appropriation for the 
purpose. 

Accompanying the June bulletin 
was a pamphlet setting forth the 
functions and services of 
the Health Department and 
statement by Dr. Ernest M. 
Morris, director of health and Dr. 
Harold D. Chope. consultant. The 
statement, warning of a 6th col- 
umn disease — and the possibility 
of epidemics — is as follows: 

“National Defense and Pre- 
paredness. 

"Your health is important at 
all times, but in these days of 
National Defense and Prepared- 
ness it becomes a paramount issue 
to paraphrase our title, ’Nation- 
al Health is Preparedness for 
Defense.' Our newspapers print a 
great deal about ’Fifth Columns,’ 
while our Public Health Journals 
publish much about a ‘Sixth Col 
ume' — disease. The fifth column 
is subservient but the sixth col- 
umn may play a principal role 
Due to the increased number of 
people crowding into industrial 
plants and the mobilizing of men 
in large groups for armed de- 
fense, the stage for epidemics is 
definitely being set. The need for 
defense against this sixth column 
is great and the challenge can 
only be met by every man, wom- 
an and child following all rea- 
sonable hygienic practises and 
knowing intimately what services 
are made available by your 
Health Department for the pro- 
tection of your health. 

"The attached pamphlet has 
therefore been prepared so that 
the citizens of Newton may know 
what their Health Department 
does to assure each and every 
resident the best in health protec- 
tion. The half-hour spent reading 
this material should provide you 
with sufficient information to help 
you intelligently combat many 
members of this sixth column — 
disease- operating in this city. 

"The cost of this publication 
has been shared by the city of 
Newton and Harvard University 
because it seemed important and 
opportune to bring the knowl- 
edge contained herein to the at- 
tention of every Newtonian.”

The regular meeting of the Ro- 
tary Club was held at Brae Burn 
Golf Club on Monday, with Presi- 
dent John Cahill presiding.

The speaker, Ruel W. Beach, 
past District Governor of the 
196th District, was introduced by 
President Cahill. The subject was 
"Rotary International Activities.” ; 
He spoke of the start of Rotary' 
when a few business men got to- 
gether with the idea of helping 
their businesses. In 1910 the na- 
tonal Association was started and 
in 1911 the platform was adopted, 
"He Profits Most Who Servos 
Best." In 1915 the Code of Eth- 
ics was adopted. Ho spoke of the 
good work done by Rotary during 
the World War No. 1 and the in- 
terest shown by having a represen- 
tative of Rotary International at 
Washington. In 1923 Rotary In- 
ternational took up the work for 
Crippled Children through Com- 
munity Service. He suggested 
that the four objects of Rotary 
should be channels of expression 
for every local Club and that we 
train ourselves to practise Broth- 
erly Love, To Relieve the Dis- 
tressed, and to make Truth a Di- 
vine Attribute. He felt that if 
this is done that it will go a 
long way toward that goal that all 
Rotarians are striving for, 
“World Peace.” 


State Senator Speaks 
At Peace Club Meeting 

Trade and world markets are 
the issues in the present war, and 
not democracy and Fascism, said 
Senator Joseph Harrington of Sa- 
lem at a meeting Monday night 
of the Newton Peace Club. The 
meeting in the basement of the 
Newtonville Public Library, was 
attended by approximately 75 peo- 
ple. 

Refusing to become alarmed 
over the prospects of invasion, 
Senator Harrington paid his re- 
spects to those “business and fi- 
nancial interests" which sought to 
involve the United States in a war 
for commercial domination of the 
world. The way to boat Hitlerism 
is to make democracy work in the 
United States, he maintained. 
When government agencies report 
that 45,000.000 people in the rich- 
est country of the world are un- 
dernourished, democracy cannot be 
said to be working effectively, in 
the Senator’s view. 

Father F. Hastings Smyth of 
Cambridge, chairman of the Mass- 
achusetts Peace Council, 7 Water 
st., Boston, also spoke. He said 
that drafting strikers and send- 
ing them off to serve in the army 
would make the army camps into 
concentration camps, Hitler model. 
He also described the perpetual 
peace vigil now going on outside 
the White House in Washington. 
The vigil is being conducted by 
the American Peace Mobilization, 
with which the Massachusetts 
Peace Council is affiliated. The 
Newton Peace Club is the local 
branch. 

Persons present signed a peti- 
tion to be sent to President Roose- 
velt. protesting the statement in 
his recent “fireside chat" that the 
next Bunker Hill might be several 
thousand miles from Boston. 
“Keen Bunker Hill in Boston" was 
the slogan launched in the peti- 
tion, which expressed strong op- j 
position to sending an American , 
Expeditionary Force.

The Federal jurist 
nointed out that Scott was eligi- 
ble for deferment under the Se- 
lective Service act by reason of 
being married, having dependents, 
and being a member of a religious 
order with conscientious objee- 
t ions.

board was authorized Alderman 
Carroll J. Hoffman of Newton 
Centre offered a motion that the 
prcs : dcnt of the Board appoint a 
special committee on welfare to 
study Newton's welfare problems 
and administration. Action on 
the motion was postponed and the 
matter laid on the table. Prior 
to adjournment of the meeting on 
Monday night Alderman Hoffman 
sought to have his motion adopt- 
ed arguing that because of the 
present downward trend in the 
relief load it was an opportune 
time "to put our house in order." 
He concluded that he had no 
thought of the committee getting 
into matters of executive func- 
tion. 

Alderman Carl F. Schipper, 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, opposed the Hoffman motion 
stating that he had given consid- 
erable thought to the question of 
whether the administration of 
welfare was the proper subject 
for an aldermanic committee and 
all that the aldermen could do was 
to appropriate the necessary 
money. Any other matter of wel- 
fare was an executive function or 
could be properly handled by the 
new board. Alderman Joseph B. 
Jamieson stated that he failed to 
see what right the committee 
would have to do anything other 
than as a subcommittee of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Alderman 
George E. Rawson, chairman of 
the Committee on Claims and 
Rules, also opposed the Hoffman 
motion. 

In rebuttal Alderman Hoffman 
pointed out how the WPA rolls 
were closely tied in with welfare 
problems and stated that the plan- 
ning of welfare could be efficiently 
handled by applying the funda- 
mental principles of city relief. 
Eventually, he declared, there will 
be a need for such a committee. 
On a voice vote the motion was 
overwhelmingly defeated.

Residents Oppose 
Road Aeeeptanee 


Considerable opposition was ex- 
pressed to the city’s efforts to con- 
struct Howe rd., Oak Hill under 
the betterment act at the mcet- 
j ing of the Aldermen on Monday 
i evening. Dr. Frederick Hovestad 
of Howe rd. expressed himself in 
favor of the improvement and 
stated that the dusty condition 
of the street was a health men- 
ace. 

Walter P. White, representing 
the White-Carey Lumber Company 
which holds title to land on Howe 
rd. opposed the building of the 
street at the present time as un- 
necessary tind inadvisable with the 
anticipated increase in taxes to he 
levied by the government until 
"Hiller is finished.’’ Edmund J. 
McGreenery. a resident of Howe 
rd., stated he did not believe it 
right that an employee of the 
street department should try to 
"sell the idea" to residents that 
if it was desired the efforts should 
he made by property owners. Who 
1 also stated that he was given to 
understand that when the sewer 
was laid a few years ago and 
assessments made upon the tax- 
payers that the street surface was 
to be included. He concluded that 
a macadamized surface would re- 
sult in automobile traffic being 
speeded un with a consequent in- 
crease in danger to children of the 
vicinity. Norman A. Hall, presi- 
dent of the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association, but speaking as an in- 
dividual and a resident of Howe 
rd stated that there was no con- 
certed demand for the improve- 
ment and that many thought it 
followed too close on the sewer 
assessments. He added that res- 
idents had been told that if they 
did not sign the petition they were 
blocking progress and that one 
•"dividual had said that he signed 
•t Iv'cnuse lie was going to lose 
his house to the hank and he 
"wanted io stick the bank as much 
as possible.” 

Otto A. Both, a resident of June

W. L. Cummings of June rd.,

that it was badly needed, that 
once improved automobile danger 
would be reduced because they 
could be stopped more readily on 
a good surface, and “at least it 
will be plowed in winter whereas 
a private way is not.”
